Chicago, Seut. 3.—Three hundred
representatives of the left wing fac-

ition of the national socialist party,

which recently withdrew from the
parent body, organized the
ecommunist labor party of America
and adopted the emblem of the so-
viet republic of Russix with the mdt-
to: "Workers of the World, Unite.”
The emblem conaists of a poythe and L
hammer surrounded by, & wreath of
wheat, A suggestion that a torch
be added to the emblem was voted
down.,

Delegate Zimmerman of Indiang
led a small minority who wanted the
new organization christened the in®
dependent s=ocialist party, but his
suggesthon was overwhelmingly de-
feated. x

“I think the word communist will
strike terror to the American work-
man, and we cannot succeed in this
movement without this element,”
sald Delegate Zimmerman. I will go
as far in the revolutionary move-
ment 48 any man in this hall, but I
think it unwise to adopt this name.
We know that thls country is not
yel ripe for revelution. 1If it was,
the name communist wounld be all
right.*

Speakers urging the name adopt-
ed declared that the term soclalist
had been discredited and that the
term communist [fittingly expressed
the revolutionary objeets of the new
political party.
